after dawn on the morning of | 
the seventeenth—a Sunday. 
The moon will then be about 
220,000 miles from the earth, 
the closest it ever gets. 

If the shot is successful. 
the rocket’s last stage will be 
caught in the moon's gravita- 
tional pull and will circle it 
at least once and possibly sev- 
eral times. It will then head 
back toward earth and burn up 
when it reaches the atmo- 
sphere.

A Brunch Is Easy ; 


Fun for the Guests

INFORMALITY IS the key 
word of summer living—and 
especially of summer enter- 
taining. It’s more fun for host- 
ess and guests when the tempo 
of a party is relaxed and easy; 
when sports shirts and shorts 
are the “uniform of the day.” 
One of the most pleasant 
forms such casual gatherings 
can take is that of brunch. 

True, many authorities on 
etiquette object violently to 
the use of that word “brunch,” 
but what better one to de- 
scribe that wonderful, late-and- 
lazy meal that doubles as 
breakfast and lunch. It’s a 
time that is set aside from the 
bustle of everyday living, a 
leisurely time when one rule 
is strictly enforced, the rule 
against rushing. 

This is an excellent way in 
which a working wife or a 
career girl can repay her So- 
cial obligations. It’s far easier 
to entertain on a Saturday or 
Sunday morning than after a 
hard day at the office. 

Remember that the rule 
against rushing applies to the 
hostess, too, so in planning 
both menu and service be 
guided by the motto, “Keep it 
simple, and keep it gay.” Col- 
orful paper plates and napkins 
fit right into the casual air of 
the occasion; the menu should 
be one that is easy to manage. 
And don’t scorn the use of 
such convenience foods as can- 
ned or frozen juices, package 
mixes for hot breads, or 


brown-and-serve a 
One other er: this is 
the time to make full use of 


your chafing dish and such ap- 
pliances as electric waffle iron, 
fry pan, toaster and coffee 
maker. 

There is one pitfall of which 
to beware when planning a 
brunch: do be careful that the 
menu isn’t too sketchy. This 
one meal takes the place of 
two, and late-morning appetites 
are hearty: even the girl who 
has nothing but fruit juice and 
coffee during the week will 
welcome meat and eggs at a 
weekend brunch. 


What to Serve? 

What to serve? A fruit drink 
of some sort, or fresh fruit ar- 
ranged with flair. For buffet 
service, you might offer an as- 
sortment of fruit juices includ- 
i+ cranberry, pineapple, grape 
:“d some of the blended juices 
;3 well as the customary 
‘ ‘ange, grapefruit and tomato 
juice. 

Grapefruit shells filled with 
orange and grapefruit sections 
and garnished with a sprig of 
mint make a pretty way to 
start the meal, or try a compote 
of chilled melon balls including 
watermelon, honeydew and 
cantaloupe, Or make individual 
kabobs of berries and wedges 
of fresh peaches and melons. 

Some sort of hot bread is a 
“must”; an assortment is bet- 
ter. Perhaps you will decide 
to feature pancakes or waffles; 
perhaps the buns will merely 
play a supporting role to the 
main course. Fruit muffins, 
cinnamon buns, toasted Eng- 
lish muffins, hot biscuits and 
-weet rolls are all possibilities. 
A coffee cake, fragrant and 
warm from the oven, is a sure 
success. 

Do you pride yourself upon 
your omelets? This is the time

to show them off; try the chef's 
trick of making them to order 
right before the eyes of the 
guests, offering a choice of sev- 
eral mixtures prepared before- 
hand to top the airy concoc- 
tions. 

If you are using a chafing 
dish, you might serve chicken 
a la king, colorful with bits of 
Pimiento and crunchy with 
slivered almonds, or creamed 
chipped beef made extra-rich 
by the addition of egg yolk to 
the sauce. 

Your choice for the main 
course will depend to a great 
extent upon the number of 
guests you are serving. Possi- 
bilities include French toast 
with bacon or Canadian bacon, 
shirred or scrambled eggs, 
broiled ham steak with glazed 
apples or with a peach half 
filled with currant jelly, chick- 
en livers. or little sausages. 

Nice idea and easy to handle 
if you are having a fairly large 
group: a grill of bacon, thin 
slices of ham, little sausages 
and chicken livers.

End the Indecision 


Gov. Blair has now spent eight weeks in 
public indecision about calling a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature to extend Missouri's 
unemployment benefits. 


A week ago the Governor said he was “still 
studying the situation.” But meanwhile he 
has written letters to citizens indicating that 
he does not favor a special session. In one 
such letter he said every citizen “would be 
required to pay in one way or another for 
these additional benefits.. I dislike forcing 
prices or taxes on people of this state and for 
that reason I find I cannot look with favor 
upon the law as presently enacted by 
Congress.” 

The Governor, in short, is opposed to ac- 
tion by Missouri to extend unemployment 
compensation benefits as authorized by the 
federal law. His argument for’ inaction is a 
flimsy one. The tax for unemployment insur- 
ance falls on employers. The Associated 
Industries of Missouri objects to an extension 
of benefits, but so far nobody has proved that 
the tax would have to be increased if they 
were extended. 


Nearly 40,000 Missourians are on the un- 
employment compensation roll. In 12 months, 
29,704 persons have exhausted their benefits, 
which can be paid for no more than 26 weeks. 
Some of those who have used their full bene- 
fits have since found employment. But those 
who are still jobless cannot, as employables, 
receive direct relief. Without their insurance 
checks, what are they and their families to 
do for food, clothing and shelter? 


Extreme want has no place in America. 
Recognizing that, 20 states have already ex- 
tended their benefit payment periods under 
a new federal program adopted June 4. Fif- 
teen of those states are, in effect, accepting 
federal loans which can be repaid in the fu- 
ture out of their reserves or by increased 
taxes. Five states are paying the additional 
benefits from their reserves. 


Could Missouri improve the lot of its in- 
sured unemployed without increasing the em- 
ployer tax? The State Division of Employ- 
ment Security says the answer depends on 
future trends in the economy and unemploy- 
ment. If unemployment declines, present taxes 
may be ample to improve the benefits. 


Present employer taxes vary from zero to 
3.6 per cent of a gna depending on the 
employment record and reserve fund of indi- 
vidual employers. These rates have been 
sufficient to sustain the insurance reserve 
consistently above $200,000,000. The figure 
was $217,000,000 a year ago June, 30, and 
$209,000,000 last June 30, after six months of 
recession. 

. . . 

What would it cost Missouri to extend bene- 
fits from the present 26 weeks to 39 weeks, 
as proposed in the federal program? The 
average unemployment compensation payment 
in this state is $26 weekly. A 13 weeks ex- 
tension would cost $338 per person. If Mis- 
souri had to extend benefits to 39 weeks for 
as many as 10,000 unemployed, the cost would 
be $3,380,000. Surely a $200,000,000 reserve 
fund could stand that. 


The Federal Government sponsored unem- 
ployment insurance in 1935 specifically to 
meet the requirements of a depression. Mis- 
souri’s program, as amended in 1951, in- 
creased benefits slightly but reduced the pay- 
roll tax. That was in a prosperous period. If 
the Missouri law does not answer the needs 
of a recession, then it should be amended 
so it will. 


Gov. Blair has not shown that Missouri’s 
unemployed do not need extended benefits, 
or that the benefits would mean higher tax 
rates, or that a special session to extend bene- 
fits would cost the state much money. Actu- 
ally the Legislature ought to be able to deal 
with the problem in one week; the Illinois 
Legislature needed only four days. 


In the absence of evidence to the contrary, 
the Governor ought to call a special session.

$3,800,000 in new taxes. Then they began 
making bookkeeping adjustments.

Stalling at the Summit? 


The cries of rage from Moscow can be dis- 
missed, but the increasing criticism in Lon- 
don of American stalling on the summit 
conference cannot. Once having acceded to 
the world-wide popular demand for a confer- 
ence, our government will only earn ill will 
all around by tactics of procrastination. 


Is the purpose of stalling to gain time for 


the withdrawal of American forces from Leb- 


anon? If a withdrawal is planned, that is 
all to the good. But even after the troops are 
gone, the broad Middle East problems which 
brought them to Beirut will remain, and an 
active effort to reach solutions through 
settlements with the Soviet Union and the 
Arab world will be necessary. 

The United States would be in strong po- 
sition to concentrate attention on these prob- 
lems if the conference were held after the 
troop withdrawal. On the other hand, if our 
government has no policy looking toward 
Middle East settlements, the troop withdrawal 
could be used to argue that a conference 
would have nothing to discuss. 


It is the latter possibility that many Amer- 
icans will find disturbing. Somebody in the 
State Department ought to be doing some 
serious and silent thinking about where our 
Middle East policy goes from here, about 
what kind of settlements we would be willing 
to accept, about how to strengthen a Western 
position that has been dealt so many hard 
blows. 

There can be little confidence that such 
policy planning is going on when Secretary 
Dulles, who carries American foreign policy 
in his hat, chooses this moment to make one 
of his all-too-frequent peregrinations around 
Europe. The purpose of his visit to Chan- 
cellor Adenauer and his attendance at the 
Baghdad pact meeting in London appears to 
be to shore up the very Western policies that 
have been taking such a beating from the 
implacable forces of Middle East history. 


This kind of dogged persistence has its ad- 
mirable side, but only when coupled with a 
grasp of changing realities and readiness to 
adjust to those realities. One could feel much 
better about Mr. Dulles’s stalling the summit 
conference if there were assurance that he 
were using the time to plan new policies 
instead of defending dead ones. 


Mixed Results in Texas 


The outstandingly progressive voice in 
Texas politics is that of the state’s junior 
Democratic Senator, Ralph Yarborough, whose 
decisive renomination Saturday will be. wel- 
come news among those members of his party 
who are working to free it from the re- 
actionary drag of the Dixiecrats. Not only 


did Senator Yarborough win with a vote of. 
700,000 to some 500,000, but he ran up that 


large margin over William A. Blakley, a 
Dallas multimillionaire, who in a short four- 
month term as an appointed Senator voted 
with the Southern and Republican reaction- 
aries on virtually every test roll call. 


Paradoxically, at the same time Texas Dem- 
ocrats were putting Senator Yarborough up 
for a six-year term in the November election, 
they were reaffirming the conservative con- 
trol of Gov. Price Daniel and his forces over 
the Democratic state organization. Gov. Dan- 
iel, who resigned a seat in the Senate two 
years ago—the seat filled first by former 
Senator Blakley and now by Senator Yar- 
borough —also handily won renomination. 
The old-line Democrats retained control of 
the party machinery through the precinct 
conventions. 

Yet in this paradox there is substantial 
gain for the liberal forces among Southern 
Democrats and hence for the Democratic 
party nationally. If Senator Yarborough is 
re-elected, as is almost certain, he will be in 
a strong position to exert a modernizing in- 
fluence on his party in Texas. From now on 
he is a man to watch in the rise of the new 
South.

As New Surplus Plans Emerge 


The farm bill as passed by the Senate con- 
tains a two-year extension of the authority to 
sell $3,000,000,000 of surplus farm commodi- 
ties overseas.

We must, 
therefore, redouble our efforts to 
attract into our institutions of higher 
education the potential that is now 
being lost; and within this group we 
should make special effort to reach 
those with aptitudes for science and 
mathematics.” 

Shortly after Congress convened, 
‘ost Jan. 23, the distinguished, Ma- 
jority Leader (Senator Johnson), in 
reporting on a study by the Senate 
Preparedness subcommittee, ad- 
dressed the Senate in a similar vein: 

“Our country is entering a new 
period of history in which the total 
resources of America must be 
brought to their greatest develop- 
ment. No segment of our economy 
or of our life must be ignored or 
neglected. Our programs, our pol- 
icles and our practices must all be 
in good working order. A full na- 
tional effort is required and this can 
be achieved only by people working 
together.” | 

e Majority Leader emphasized 
the importance of education with 
these words, “It is obvious that all 


our plans for the future will be frus- 
trated if we don’t foster the training 
of our children along broad lines 
through greater concentration on sci- 
ence and mathematics without neg- 
lecting the humanities .. . there can 
besno~adequate defense for the 
United States except in a reservoir 
of trained and educated minds.” 

On the same day the distinguished 
Majority Leader, in commenting 
again on educational needs, pre- 
dicted action on an education bill 
“in the present session of Congress, 
this year.” 

Six months later the Rockefeller 
Brothers Fund issued a report on 
“Education and the Future of Amer- 
ica,” an apt title indeed. In this re- 
port, prepared by a distinguished 
panel of educators, journalists, sci- 
entists and administrators, there ap- 
peared this report on the unhappy 
conditions in our nation’s schools: 

“Our schools are overcrowded, 
understaffed, and ill-equipped. In 
the fall of 1957, the shortage of pub- 
lic school classrooms stood at 142,- 
000, There were 1,943,000 pupils in 
excess of ‘normal’ classroom capac- 
ity. These pressures will become 
more severe in the years ahead. Ele- 
mentary school enrollments will rise 
from some 22,000,000 today to about 
34,000,000 by 1960-61. By 1969 high 
schools will be deluged with 50 to 
70 per cent more students than they 
can now accommodate; by 1975, our 
colleges and universities will face at 
Feast a doubling and in some cases 
a tripling of present enrollments.” 

It is clear, as we enter what may 
be the closing weeks of this session 
of Congress, that members of the 
Senate are not being given an op- 
portunity to debate and vote on the 
necessary measures to strengthen 
our scientific and educational effort. 

The Senate Committee on Labor 
and Public Welfare has completed 
lengthy hearings on several educa- 
tional bills. The 1602 pages on the 
subject have been neatly bound in a 
two-inch thick transcript. The hear- 
ings were concluded on March 13. 

The legislation which has been 

before the Senate Commit- 
tee on and Public Welfare for 
the past seven months could do a 
great deal to overcome these short- 
ages. The Administration bill be-

10,000 new federal scholarships each 
year for four years; it would assist 
local schdols in the development of 
better scientific and mathematics 
programs; it would assist in the de- 
velopment of more well-trained col- 
lege teachers, encourage and im- 
prove the teaching of foreign lan- 


guages, as well as provide better | 


statistical data on American educa- 
tion so that io oa steps may be 
taken as needed, 

The school construction bill which 
the Administration proposed in 1957, 
although defeated in the House that 
year, is still pending before the 
Senate Committee. The need for 
this legislation is as great as ever.

rooms go far beyond the 1,943,000 
pupils in excess of normal classroom 
capacity, for it is not just the ten 
or fifteen too many pupils crowded 
into some classrooms that suffer—it 
is the whole class. 

Principals and teachers have been 
forced to strain existing facilities, 
establishing makeshift classrooms in 
basement boiler rooms, in school cgr- 
ridors, or even worse, in limiting 
classes to half sessions, in order to 
give some educa- 
tion to all stu- 
dents. The inevi-

LT. GEN. CHENNAULT, 
FLYING TIER, DIES 


Won World War II Fame 


as Head of American Vol- 
unteers in China.

NEW ORLEANS, July 28 — 
Lt. Gen. Claire L. Chennault 
died yesterday of lung cancer 
after a long illness. He was 
67 years old. 


The famed commancer of the 
American Volunteer Group, 
known as the Flying Tigers, 
whose planes helped clear 
Japanese aircraft from China’s 
skies before and during World 
War II, had been sinking for 
the last two weeks. 
ing the former Texas farm boy 
who became a symbol of the 
American fighting airman a 
lieutenant general was signed 
immediately following unani- 
mous approval by both houses 
of Congress. 

Funeral services will be con- 
ducted in New Orleans this 
evening. Tomorrow a military 
plane will fly Gen. Chennault’s 
body to Washington, where it 
will lie in state until burial 
Wednesday in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 

Gen. Chennault returned 
from his headquarters on For- 
mosa, where he operated a ci- 
vilian airline, in February and 
had been receiving treatment 
for cancer at Oschner Founda- 
tion Hospital here. 

He was one of that favored 
few who become a legend in 
their own lifetimes. 

He founded one of the largest 
civil airlines in the Far East. 
He was a pioneer of modern 
fighter plane tactics. He was 
a military man who could not 
find a place in his own coun- 
try’s army. 

Twenty-one, years ago, the 
then Capt. Chennault retired 
from the United States Army 
Air Corps. He had been 
grounded for months because 
af illness, partly due to over- 
work and partly to frustration 


in a persistent effort to win | 


support for his theories of 
aerial warfare. The day after 
his retirement he was on his 
way to China to do what he 
could with the only thing he 
had left—the ability to fly and 
to teach others to fly. 

For almost 20 years he had 
made no progress at all in his 
attempts to substitute forma- 
tion tactics for the “dogfight” 
style of World War I.

There was a closed-door ses- 
sion in the Cardinal clubiouse 
after yesterday's divided dou- 
bleheader with Cincinnati, but 
it wasn’t for the usual reason.

Tomorrow night they are 
to complete a suspended con- 
test in which they will strive 
to maintain a 4-to-3 lead in the

. they will play the Phils in a 
regular game. 

The Sunday split with the 
Redlegs gave Cincinnati, the 
series, three games to two, and 
left the Cardinals in sixth 
place, seven games from the 
National League lead.

Jim Tom Blair, St. Louis’s 
latest amateur golf champion, 
tipped his hat today to the dis- 
trict’s greatest winner, Bob 
Cochran, and took a firm re- 
solve to learn how to be as 
hard to beat. 

The 45-year-old Cochran 
sought at Bellerive yesterday a 
seventh district title as a 
crowning addition to the sec- 
ond state amateur title he won 
two weeks ago at Kansas City. 

But in the steaming heat of 
sun and showers Cochran was 
beaten, 3 and 2, by the 27-year- 
old son of Missouri's governor. 

“He’s the greatest com- 
petitor who ever walked over 
the fairway,” said Blair of 
Cochran, who came back to 
win the state crown 18 years 
after his first one and just 
failed to take his seventh dis- 
trict title-25 years after the 
first one. 

In a match that attracted a 
gallery estimated at 600, larg- 
est for a district final in sev- 
eral years, Cochran took an 
early lead, lost the advantage 
at the tenth hole, but hung in 
there for the next 24 holes. 

Bob’s Gallant Stand. 

The former champion, who 
perhaps never made a more 
gallant stand even in victory, 
didn’t play too well, except 
with his putter, for much of 
the match, but when defeat 
stared him in the face in the 
late going, he began to pull 
shots out of the bag which 
were made on heart alone. 

Jim Tom, an insurance sales- 
man here now and as a mem- 
ber of Greenbriar Hills playing 
his first St. Louis District 
Amateur, got an important 
lesson in how to compete. 

The 210-pound Blair, over- 
weight and feeling it, is going 
to the Colonial Invitation at 
Memphis this week in a further 
effort to get ready for the 
National Amateur at San Fran- 
cisco in September.

“Musicals Wreck 
TV Budgets, Hopes 


NEW YORK, July 28, 

THE RECORD for original musicals on television is 
“universally lousy. From “Cinderella,” a Rodgers and 
Hammerstein opus that set CBS back roughly half a 
ae clams, to “Aladdin” which Cole Porter wrote the 
. music for, to “Crescendo” 
which boasted Rex Har- 
rison and about 30 stools, 
the trail has been littered 
with the wreckage of 
huge budgets and high 
hopes and when Richard 
Adler announced that he 
would contribute two 
original musicals to TV 
next fall, he was flying 
in the face both of tra- 
dition and common sense. 

So, the other day, over- 
powered by curiosity, I 
asked Mr. Adler, in 
Heaven's name, why? 
“One of the big reasons 
I think there have been 
no successful musicals for 
TV is that the writers 
treat the TV screen like 
a Broadway stage,” ex- 
plained Mr. Adler, who at 
36 looks much too young to have been co-author of “Damn 
Yankees” and “The Pajama Game.” “They write big ex- 
pansive broad songs and music. If a painter wants a big 
picture, he uses oils. If he wants a smaller subject, water- 
‘colors might be right. 

“Well, when I write for TV, I intend to use water- 
colors. TV songs should have a small intimate feeling. 
They should not be the kind that have to bounce off the 
‘walls of a theater and get to the guy in the thirtieth row. 
For instance, “There Is Nothing Like a Dame’ is a great 
song but it’s too explosive for TV. It’s a big yak song. 
My comedy songs on television will be intended to get 
a chuckle but not a yak.”

>» I POINTED OUT that television money is not anything 
like stage money. 


“There isn’t a lot of money in TV as com- 
pared with the stage. I'm doing it—and mind 
you I'm not a crusader—because I think it’s a 
terribly important medium. The people in the 
musical theater say the problem is insurmount- 
able, that it can’t be licked but I feel it’s some- 
thing that shouldn’t be looked down on. There 
are 50,000,000 people watching—well, anyway 
millions—and they’re entitled to see good tele- 
vision. I have something to say on television and 
I want to say it. Maybe a year from now I'll be 

° saying the problem can't be licked but right now 
I'm hoping it can.” 


Adler’s two projects are a musical version of “Little 
- Vomen, " the Louisa May Alcott classic, which has so far 
+ avoided television, and another of O. Henry’s great stories, 
“Gift of the Magi.” The first was brought to him. The 
second, a tiny story which occupies only a couple pages of 
print, is his own idea, he bought the rights from the O. 
Henry estate and personally-sold it to TV. “Gift of the 
Magi” has something—a kind of spirit and quality of its 
own. Sure, it’s a little story but then I think that’s the 
very quality that TV musicals should have.

“I didn't really want to do ‘Little Women.’ It's essen- 
tially just a family story with family incidents, There's 
no story really except Beth's illness. In the movie she 
dies: in the book she doesn't. Well, we're sticking to 
the book. I'll probably catch it from the public for not 
letting her die but if we're going to get belted we might 
as well catch it for sticking to what Louisa May Alcott 
intended.” 


Besides “Pajama Game” and “Damn Yankees” 
for which he wrote the lyrics, Dick Adler is 
chiefly famous as the inspiration for Rudy Lor- 
raine, the songwriting character in the book 
“Say, Darlin’,” by Richard Bissell, which is now 
a very large hit on Broadway. Both in book and 
play, Rudy Lorraine is a fairly insufferable char- 
acter*—loud-mouthed, outlandishly egotistic and— 
the unkindest cut of all—not a very good song- 
writer. 


“How are you and Dick Bissell hitting it off these 
days?” I inquired. 


“] THINK he’s a great guy—a great guy to work with, 
wonderfully witty guy and—well—just great,” said Adler 
who looked as if he meant every word. “Rudy Lorraine? 
Well, he got the girl didn't he? I think some people's 
feelings got hurt by the play. Hal Prince, for instance. 
(Hal Prince is the model for the boy producer in the play.) 
But not mine.” 

I think I ought to add that Mr. Adler, 
Lorraine, fairly oozed charm throughout lunch.

Leaky Basement Walls 


SOME BASEMENT WALLS 
are made out of poured con- 
erete and some are made out 
of masonry block. AS a gen- 
eral rule, there is more danger 
of a block wall leaking because 
there are numerous mortar 
joints and these are the weak- 
est part of the structure. 

When a wall of this sort 
starts leaking along some of 
the mortar joints the best way 
to fix things is to replace the 
mortar. If possible, do this 
when it is dry. 

The old mortar should be 
cut out with a cold chisel. Get 
in as deep as you can. The

best method is to take out the 
mortar from both sides but this 
cannot always be done unless 
you are willing to do a lot of 
digging. 

Once you've removed much 
of the old mortar, clean out 
the opening, wet it down and 
then pack with some waterproof 
patching cement which is sold 
at most hardware stores and 
lumber. yards. 

If you can’t get this water- 
proof stuff, use regular mortar 
—one part cement to two or 
three parts sand. Pack in the

St. Lawrence Seaway 
Cleveland Editor Charters Ship; 
Vessel to Be First Large Liner 


To Go Through the American Locks

CLEVELAND, July 28. 
A BOUNCY, veteran editor 
impulsively plunked down 
$58,000 to charter a ship. 
Louis B. Seltzer signed the 
contract on the thirtieth anni- 


versary of his appointment as — 


editor of the Cleveland Press. 
He closed the deal after exactly 
12 minutes discussion and de- 
liberation. 

As a result, the gleaming 
white cruise ship South Amer- 
ican will be the first deep 
draft passenger liner to go 
through the American locks 
of the new billion-dollar St. 
Lawrence Seaway. 

“It will be a historic event,” 
said Lewis G. Castle, Seaway 
administrator, who lost no time 
adding his name to the passen- 
ger list. 

Ohio’s Gov. C. William 
O'Neill, United States Senator 
Frank J. Lausche, Cleveland 
Mayor Anthony J. Celebrezze, 
multi-millionaire Congress- 
woman Frances Bolton, and 
Col. Loren W. Olmstead, Atmy 
engineer who directed the Sea- 
way construction, will be on 
the seven-day cruise — along 
with 400 “ordinary Cleveland- 
ers” infected with the new 
“Seaway fever.” 


“Seaway fever” is a state 
of mind currently rampant 
in the North American heart- 
land. From Montreal to Du- 
luth, many people on both 
sides of the international 
border are convinced that 
realization of the century- 
old dream of a St. Lawrence 
Seaway that would bring 
heavy ocean shipping to the 
Great Lakes will give the 
mid-continent a new era of 
Progress and prosperity. 


The big ships—10 times 
larger than the little “lakers” 
that already ply between the 
lake ports and Europe—won’t 
start coming through until next 
April, when the Canadian 
Beauharnais locks near Mon- 
treal are ready and dredging 


. of the Thousand Islands chan- 


nel is completed. 

But the lake ports, Canadian 
and American, have already 
laid a billion dollars on the 
line for new docks, warehouses 
and other facilities to handle 
the expected flood of com- 
merce. 

New York’s Gov. Averell 
Harriman, former ambassador 
to .Moscow, predicts that the 
Seaway, in addition to its tre- 
mendous economic impact, will 
change the course of history— 
just as the huge development 
changed the course of the St. 
Lawrence river—by diminish- 
ing isolationist sentiment in 
the Middle West. “A bigger 
stake in world trade, he says, 
“will make the Midwest more 
interested in and concerned 
with international affairs.” 

Of course, there are skeptics 
who scoff at the “Seaway fe- 
ver” contagion. They sneer at 
optimistic forecasts that cheap- 
er water transportation to 
world markets will provide a 
bonanza for American wheat 
farmers and manufacturers. 
They oppose hurry-up plans 
to build new wharves, grain 
elevators and waterfront 
freight terminals. 

Seltzer, an ebullent charac- 
ter dubbed “Mr. Cleveland” 
by some national magazines, 
has long been convinced that 
his home town’s future is tied 
to the Seaway. He was an- 
noyed when Cleveland bus!i- 
ness men mothballed his pro- 
posal for a Great Lakes 
World’s Fair to herald the Sea- 
way'’s completion. He was Ir- 
ritated when next year’s Pan 
American Games, originally

HYDE PARK, N.Y., July 28. 


I AM RATHER PLEASED that, subject to U.N. pro- 
cedure, our State Department.seems to have no objection 
to including in a summit meeting India and the Arab 
chiefs—which latter, I suppose, means mainly Mr. Nasser. 
What other Arab governments will be represented seems 
fairly unimportant. Mr. Nasser has become the spokesman 
for them all.

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Fine Day on Current River

ONE of the needs of this 
modern age is to create oppor~ 
tunities for mass recreation and 
some of this recreation can be 
provided by big, dead-water im- 
poundments along our rivers. 


Yet when the last free-flow- 
ing stream of the Ozarks has 
finally been dammed through 
the efforts of citizens pursuing 
a quick and transitory profit, 
the time will have come for me 
to hang by canoe in the rafters 
and rack up my paddles for 
keeps. 

Let these who enjoy’ such 
things go tearing around the 
artificial lakes with their 50- 
horse outboards, wrapped in 
the fumes of oil and gasoline. 
Let fishermen fight water 
skiers and vice versa—and state 
and Federal-agencies argue to 
decide who will take the rap on 
such matters as safety, pollu- 
tion and the policing of over- 
crowded campgrounds. 


When this time comes I 
will take mine out in dream- 
ing of the good old days. 
These were the days —and 
fortunately they still exist on 
a small river or two—when 
you could put your canoe or 
light John boat in at the 
source and float to the mouth. 
Along the way, in a week’s 
time, you might see a dozen 
other fishermen or half that 
many—tending their lines 
along the banks or piloting 
their own craft downstream. 
Nor would you find any ob- 
struction t6 be negotiated 
larger than some low-water 
bridge built by the back- 
country farmers in a dry sea- 
son—or the log-jam lodged in 
fast water during time of 
flood. Throughout a sum- 
mer you may never have to 
share a campground. And so, 
although you know there may 
be little farms hidden beyond 
the forest that lines the 
bank, you have the wonderful 
feeling of alone-ness that 
promotes peace of mind. 


These thoughts came to me 
as I woke at daylight on our 
recent trip to Current river. 
I looked out the window of 
King Bee Lodge that stands on 
the river bank just across from 
Doniphan and saw the morning 
mist lifting above the water. A 
green heron flew past, attract- 
ing attention by his unmistak- 
able call, “guok, guok.” 


Although we were in no hur- 
ry, I soon had coffee boiling 
and bacon sizzling in the skillet, 
so that at 6 o'clock we Wére 
ready to start the day. Then 
while Ginnie cleared away 
breakfast, I hauled the canoe to 
the river’s edge and slid it 
down the 20-foot bank to the 
watér, then tied it securely in 
an eddy where we could load 
easily. 


It is surprising how much 
gear seems necessary, even on 
such a short trip as this. In 
the bottom of the canoe we 
place a light wooden rack that 
holds everything above the 
water we know we will ship as 
we climb in and out with our 
wading shoes. This rack also 
gives Tiger a dry place to sit, 
for while he will spend much 
of the day in the water, he still

Hundreds of years ago, in- 
Lapland, the residents proved | 
that reindeer could be domesti- | 
cated. The Lapps tamed them | 
and kept them in herds. To’ 
this day many Lapps obtain 
milk from reindeer, also meat 
and hides. Much the same sto- 
ry is true in some parts of 
Siberia. 

In the final decade of the 


past century, the United States | 


imported more than a thousand 
reindeer from Lapland and 
Siberia. These were given to 
Eskimos in western Alaska. 
The herds prospered, and by 
1913 the number of reindeer 
in Alaska had increased to
